The annual meeting of the Ulster 
Unionist Council was held yesterday at 
11.30 am. in the Y.M.C.A, Building, Bel- 
fast, under the presidency of the Prime 
Minister of Northern Ireland (Right Hon. 
Sir James Craig, Bart.). There was a 
jarge attendance of. delegates from all 
parts of the Northern apea. 

The meeting, which was conducted in 
private, lasted until after one o'clock p.m, 
As was generally anticipated, the Collins- 
Craig agreement was submitted to some 
criticism, particularly by delegates . from 
County Tyrone, in ‘connection with the 
provision for boundary revision. Sir James 
Craig concluded the debate with a defence 
of his action in concluding the agreement, 
and it was evident that the great majority 
of the delegates endorsed it, 

The Northern Premier also jmparted 
certain information regarding the future 
relations of the Northern Parliament with 
the Irish Free State, and his remarks in 
this connection were also endorsed, At 
the public luncheon subsequently, Sir 
James explained the reasons for entering 
into the agreement, and here again his 
action was accorded marked approval. His 
desire to get “in on the ground-floor” 
before any action might be taken in rela- 
tion to the South that would make subse- 
quent efforts for a. rapprochement difficult 
was thoroughly understood, and the 
wisdom of the effort was commended by 
applause. ) 

It was evident also in relation to the boun- 
daries that, so far as Sir James Craig is con- 
cerned, his efforts will be directed to securing 
such boundary adjustments as will not involve 
the taking of large slices of either Tyrone or 


Fermanagh without corresponding inclusion of 
Unionist areas In Monaghan ahd Donegal. 


WIDER CONTROL, 

One of the surprises of the speech was the 
statement that the: Northern Govermment was 
being requested to take over the control of 
other departments in its area, such as the Post 
Office and the Office of Works, and the hint 
civen by Sir James of the possibility of even 
further powers. being given, somewhat similar 
tc those comferred upon the Free State. 

The predominant theme in the speeches of 
Sir James Craig and other speakers was the 
desire and the necessity of getting back to 
peace and prosperity in Ireland, and the South 
)s assured that the Northern Government will 
Jo all im its power to assist in achieving that 


result. i 


Another matter which gave satisfaction was. 


the statement’ made by Sir James Oraig regard- 
ing the payment to the North for, malicious 
damage on a similar scale to that im the South 
of Ireland. ‘This will be particularty welcome 
to citizens in Belfast, Lisburn, and other centres 
who have to meet considerably increased rates 
to cover the cost of malicious injury awards. 

No reference was made to the withdrawal of 
the Council of Lreland and the substitution of 
another authority by Sir James Craig in his 
public speech, but it is understood that assur- 
ances are ‘also given on this point, and it is 
not improbable that the, Act of Parliament 
which will give effect to the Treaty will aiso 
make considerable alteration in the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, not only in relation to the 
Council of Ireland, but also m to the 
extension of powers of the Northern. arliament. 

No passage in Sir James Craig s spe re- 
reived more cordial ap al than that in which 
he urged the National Sinn Fein mem- 
hers elected in the North to take their seats in 
the Northern ‘Parliament. ‘and contr their 
full share to the framing of legislation.

SIR JAMES CRAIG'S SPEECH. 


After the annual meeting the delegates and 
a large number of other guests were enter- 
tained at a luncheon given in the Ulster Hall, 
which was tastefully decorated for the occasion. 
The chair was occupied by the Prime Minister. 

The toast of “The King” was submitted by 
Sir James Craig, who remarked—‘‘ May I just 
gay one word in connection with this toast?

1I.R.A. TAKE ACTION, : 


The following statement was issued. in Tip- 
perary last night:—‘‘ Owing to numerous 
robberies, ‘ holds“up,” and’ cases of murder, 
the O.C. Battalion III., No. III. Brigade, 
I.R.A., Tipperary, has declared martial law in 
his battalion area from Monday, January 30. 

“The area comprises the parishés of -Knocka- 
villa, Annacarty, Hollyford, Rossmore, Clo 
oulty, and parts of Boherlahan.”’

The statement of policy which has been 
promised by the Ministry of the Provisional 
Government is not yet available. Obviously 
the document will be one of first importance, 
both, to the Government itself and to the Irish 
people. It is, no doubt, for this reason that so 
much earnest thought is being devoted to it, 
and, knowing this, the public will not unduly 
press Ministers for a hasty declaration. 

Yesterday there was a meeting of the Govern- 
ment at the City Hall, all members being 
present, with the exception of Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
Minister for the Post Office, who is absent in 
Paris. 

Matters affecting policy are largely concerned 
with the reports brought back by Mesars. 
Duggan and O’Higgins after their meetings 
with the Cabinet Committee in London. It is 
understood that considerable advance has now 


been made with the statement, and that its 
publication will not be long delayed. 

Among the visitors at the City Hall yesterday 
were the Rev. Father Delahunty, who escaped 
from Kilkenny Jail a few weeks before the 
general amnesty, and Mr. O’Hannigan, a Com- 
mandant of the East Limerick Brigade of the 
Irish Republican Army, whose appearance in 
full uniform attracted much attention.

Hogan, the Minister for Agriculture, and it is 
understood that, as a result, an announcement 
may be expected shortly that these weapons 
will be restored. 


IRISH TAXATION BURDENS. 


Speaking at the annual general meeting of 
the Portadown Chamber of Commerce, 
President, the Right Hon. Thomas Shillington, 
referred to the legislative changes which had 
taken. place in Ireland. He said that the 
finances of the Northern Parliament had en- 
gauged their atiention. Many were of the 
opinion that sufficient regard had not been paid 
to economy in laying down the first principles 
on which the finances of the Government should 
be administered. He thought also that atten- 
tion should be directed to the taxation under 
which the whole of the United Kingdom, and 
especially this poor country of Ireland, had now 
been burdened, and which was really interfering 
with the prosperity of the country. He depre- 
cated the proposal to set up Custom houses on 
the borders of a few counties between Northern 
and Southern Ireland, where commodities would 
be stopped for payment of duty. That was 
what it would come. to if.they had two financial 
administrations in the country. If they could 
not by some means bring about a general ad- 
ministration financially over the whole of this 
country it would he disastrous to the trade and 
commerce, as well as to the other haman in- 
terests that were involved. .

UNAUTHORISED STRIKE, 


A fortnight ago, when a general strike on ail 
the Irish railways was about to take place, 
the crisis was averted: through the action af the 
Provisional Government im ordering that the 
terms of the Carrigan Award, dealing with 
wages, should be put into operation as from 


Ja uary, 15th, but that the award dealing with 


hours and conditions of service should be suse 
pended for one month! ' 

An undertaking to “ continue work without 
prejudice to further action for one month from 
this date (January 14th),” was signed on. behalf 


“of the NWLU.R. and I.R.C.A. 


Notwithstanding this undertaking, a spirit of 
unrest among the railway employés is manifest 
in different parts of the country, particularly 
in Cork where, as the result of a lightmne 
strike on the G.S. and W. Railway yesterday 
afternoon, a number of Southern towns are 
isolated by rail. 

No trains will run to-day between Cork and 
Mallow, and notice is given by the Company 
to-day that no passenger or goods traffic can 
be accepted or conveyed to or from Cork, or 
stations between Mallow and Cork. 

The position in Cork is aggravated by the 
strike on Thursday night of engine cleaners on 
the Cork, Bandon, and South Coast Railway, 
The -strike was not expected, and in conse 
quence. the line has been closed. 


MINISTER INFORMED. 


The Minister of Labour has been notified of 
the strike on the Great Southern and Western 
system, and it ts expected that immediate steps 
will be taken to induce the men to return io 
work, and-to amde by the undertaking given on 
them behalf by the representative of the 
N.U.R. until the setting up of the tribunal 
which is to deal with the general matters in 
dispute. 

An official of the company stated last night 
that, so far as was known, the unious had ne 
sympathy with the strike. The entire traffic 
staff, which included signalmen, cuards, and 
shuniers, had left their work. but the clerks 
were not concerned, nor were the locomotive or 
permanent way departments 

The strike took’ place without anv notics 
having beein given to the company. The men, 
when they received their wages yesterday, 
simply said that they were going on strike, and 
that their object in doing so was to get over 
the Carrigan award. i 

In the circumstances, the company is running 
the trains as far as they can go. Those having 
Cork for their terminus are being run to 
Mallow from Dublin and back again from 
Mallow. The Tralee and Waterford branches 
are not affected, and traffic is being accepted 


as usual for stations on thes. lines.

TRIBUTE TO HIS WORK IN 
IRELAND. 


On the occasion of his retirement from the 
post of Director of Medical Services on the 
Staff of the Commander-in-Chief in Ireland, 
Major-General J. J. Gerrard was entertained 
at dinner by a number of his friends im the 
Mills Hall, Dublin, on Thursday wht. 

Colonel R. J. ‘Blackham, who presided, re- 
called that it was just a quarter of. a century 
ago since he had pointed out to him m a far-off 
cantonment on the North-West Frontier of 
India a slim young medical officer; who was at 
that time the most-talked-of officer of the Army 
Medical Staff. That officer had just come back 
with the Gordon Highlanders from the battle 
of Dargai. Many gallant deeds were done in 
that remote and rugged frontier moupiain on 
that day, but none more noteworthy than the 
cool gallantry of the Régimenta! M.O., Surgeon 
Captain Gerrard. During, the Sonfh African 
war and during the Great War General Gerrard 
maintained the high renutation as a soklier and 
an administrator which he first won on the 
Indian frontity. 

In Ireland General Gerrard had “the most 
difficult position in which an administrative 
medical officer had ever been placed in ithe 
whole history of the British Army; but he rose 
to the oecasion, and developed a firm, wise 
policy which they knew now was the right 
policy. He had the quiet force and strong per- 
sonality to carry it through. Genera! Gerrard was 
a fine type of Irish gentieman. He had served 
nobly, faithfully, and well his country, his 
.corps, and: his profession, and they all honoured 
im.

HOSPITABLE USAGE. 


The custom of+the Lord Lieutenant's enter- 
taining his guests in the cellar sprang, it 
appears, from an old English and Irish form of 
hospitality. Each man, going to the cellar with 
a glass in his hand, could drink from whatever 
hcgshead he pleased. It is recorded that some 
gentlemen, who were imbibing longer than 
usual, sent a request to the Duke of Ormonde 
t> provide them with chairs. The Duke, how- 
ever, sent an answer that “ he could not en- 
courage any gentleman drinking longer than he 
could stand.” 

The custom was abandoned during the Vice- 
royalty of the Earl of Halifax, the Lord Mayor, 
Sir Timothy Allen, begging His Excellency to 
excuse them from going to the wine cellars. 

Some two hundred years ago the Vi 
TLevég Wad beid on Siindays, and the other en- 
tertamments were characteristic of the times. 
The Note of Ceremonies records that on a 
Drawingroom night some few candles were to 
be lighted in the Presence Chamber, Privy 
Chamber, and the Drawingroom Chamber at 
helf-past six, and that only when the ladies 
were coming were the rooms fully lighted. 

The Viceroy’s wife at that time had an usher, 
who was to be in waiting at seven o'clock, and 
whose duty it was to take a list of the ladies to 
be presented, and submit their names to the 
Lord Lieutenant and his wife. The last-named 
entered the drawingroom at eight o'clock, and.

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CINEMA NOTES. 


Future of Irish F “I 
Production. 


Recent references to the future of Irish film 
production have elicited some views on the 
i xoill from one who can speak authorita- 
tively, -' What we have got to do,” he de- 
clares, “is to build up our own school. of 
cinema interpretation, finding our own medium 
of artistic interpretation, on, | absolutely adher- 
ing to our own technique as we evolve it. 
By doing this we will, in time,.as we becomé 
more _ thoroughly masters of this new art, 
establish a etandard of interpretation that 
will. bring to the markets of the world a 
product peculiarly our own which will receive 
a reasonable share of the world’s patronage.” 

Experience gained by previous efforts at 
production in this country, according to the 
same authority, has taught the lesson that 
we must produce features in which the country 
and the people can take national pride. We 
must start by being Irish in our point of 
view, and when our work is finished it must be 
of such a character that there wil] be no 
doubt in anyone’s mind that the result attained 
is all the time Irish. This does not necessarily 
preconceive narrowness of treatmé@nt; it merely 
means that the only picture worth making in 
Ireland is an Irish picture. 

Perhaps eventually a distinctive school of 
Irish film production will be evolved somewhat 
on the hnes of the native dramatic movement, 
so that just as an Abbey Theatre play has a 
peculiar charm of ite own, an Irish film will 
make a distinctive appeal wherever it may 
be shown. The subject is one which deserves 
the thoughtful attention of all who are 
desirous of seeing native production placed on 
a proper basis. 

According to Mr. Denison Clift, Germany is 
now America’s most serious rival in film produc- 
tion. The most remarkable screen play which 
he has ever seen is the German-made '' Dr. 
Caligari.” For originality and imagination 
he does not know its equal. French and 
Italian pictures have failed to secure a world 
market largely ause of the over-florid 
methods of their artiste. “ In England,” says 
Mr. Clift, “we have everything necessary for 
the production of great films—wonderful and 
varied scenery, istorical remains and 
proximity to the countries of Europe, besides 
the world’s greatest poets and dramatists. 
The chief faults of British pictures are that 
they are too cheaply produced and that they 
jack technical finish. do not suggest, how- 
ever, that British producers should imitate 
American producers save in technique, by 
which I mean dramatic oe moans Ri rather 
than mere mechanical perfection. re are

There was no preliminary 
advertisement, Nobody outsile.the circle of the 
chosen few even guessed that anything of the 
sort was.in the air. But that is just Sir James 
Craig’s way. Following Ann Whitefield’s advice 
to “ Ricky Ticky Tavy “in Man and Superman, 
he discovers what he wants, and then grabs it. 
This method has many obvious advantages, 
especially in a country !:ke Ireland, where critics 
abound. A fait accompli, when it is of, a con- 
structive character, is always better than a 
suggestion. Criticism can dash itself in vain 
against the rock of commonsense. 


HIS EARLY LIFE, 


Sir James Craig came into prominence first 
some twenty years ago, at the time of the South 
African War. As a boy he used to walk five 
miles every day with his brothers to his tutors 
house in County Down, and not only developed 
a love for an outdoor life, but gained an inti- 
mate and personal knowledge of the people of 
his native county. When the war broke out 
in South Afrioa he formed, and virtually 
equipped, a special force out of the ranks of 
the South Down Militia, with which he served 
during the campaign, winning th, King’s and 
Queen's Medals, each with two eps. His 
force soon gained a reputation f iiself, and 
became known by the signifi... name of 
“The Terror of the Land.” Th oughout the 
fighting in South Africa Sir James Craig, who 
was, and etill is, a rich man, spent money 
lavishly on his troops. He provided them with 
special rations out of his own pocket, and 
looked after their creature comforts in a way 
that made him not only their hero, but their 
idol. 

The war over, he took te politics, and during 
the great Ulster campaign was Sir Edward Car- 
son's right-hand man, He has always had a 
dislike of limelight, and few people outside 
Ulster knew that it was “Captain” Craig 
who was the actual organiser and moulder of 
the Ulster Volunieer Force. All his energies 
and personal resources were placed at the dis- 
posal of the Ulster cause, and to his quiet 
work, hardly less than to the more epectacular 
efforts of Sir Edward Carson, must be attri- 
buted the temporary success which attended 
the movement against Home Rule. 


WAR WORK. 


The great war saw him busy again. ‘This 
time he put his whole heart into the organisa- 
tion of the Ulster Division, which upheld the 
Imperial fame of the province so valiantly at 
Thiepval and elsewhere on the Western front. 
He put his beautiful place in County Down at 
the disposal of the soldiers, and for several 
years was himself without a fixed abode. His 
undoubted gifts, and, what is even more im- 
portant in statesmanship, his absolute probity, 
soon gained their reward in the House of Com- 
mons, and he was appointed to the responsible 
post of Financial Secretary to the Admiralty. 
Sir James Craig, incidentally, is an expert on 
naval affairs, being an associate of the Insti- 
tute of Naval Architects. He resigned from 
this post when Sir Edward Carson left the 
Cabinet, and for the same reasons. His per- 
sonal loyalty to his political chief always has 
been one of his most striking characteristics. 

Then came the Act for the Better Government 
of Ireland. Sir James, in common with most 
of his colleagues, did pot like this Act, but he 
accepted it as a pis aller. His activities since 
the establishment of the Northern Parliament 
are well known to everybody. Suffice it to say 
that, even in the opinion of his enemies—of 
whom, like all strong men, he has many—he 
has enhanced his reputation for good sense, 
and, above all, his reputation for transparent 
honesty. A number of people in Ireland, of the 
North as well as of the South, disagree with 
Sir James Craig in polities, but everybody re- 
spects him as much for his unswerving, loyalty 
to ‘those "ig gy which he believes to be 
right as for the spirit of moderation which he 
has shown in his dealings with men who are 
bitterly opposed to him,

It is difficult to know what makes for 
longevity in the coined phrase. Only a few of 
the order survive. Enfland has had no more 
prolific or happy neologist than Sir Thomas 
Browne, yet it is much to be doubted if a 
solitary example from his mint is now current. 
But his, it is to be noted, was a literary, 
not a colloquial, coinage: a coinage 
that led to indulgement in excessive 
latinity. In the present era of conversational 
telegraphese, where a man says “sorry” in the 
case where his father would have apologised in 
good round set terms, the neologist who -en- 
ables us to convey the implication of a sentence 
in a word is a benefactor to his country, though 
mostly an unkvown benefactor. In bygone 
times, however, a few Irishmen figured in this 
category. It was of Paul Hiffernan, Goldsmith’s 
luckless friend, Washington Irving once wrote 
that he had “elevated the emptiness of his 
purse into the dignity of a disease, which he 
termed impecuniosity.” But for the length of 
the phrase it would probably have reverberated 
down the ages to the crack of doom. 


* QUIZ.” 


Etymologiste very properly look askance at 
specious anecdotes purporting to account for the 
origin of words whose derivation is doubtful. 
Experience teaches them that in the great 
majority of cases the yarn is of the “ ben 
trovato””’ order, and specially manufactured to 
solve the problem. Hitherto, however, they have 
not been able to dissipate all belief in that 
“hardy annual” which affects to clear up the 
mystery which surrounds the origin of the word 
“quiz.” We have long been confidently told 
that once when Dick Daly, the rascally 
eighteenth-century Dublin actor-manager, was 
carousing with some choice spirits in a Eustace 
street tavern he laid a wager that -within 
twenty-four hours he would coin a word abso- 
lutely without meaning which at once would be 
in everybodys mouth. The story goes that 


Daly’s stage hands were forthwith sent out into | 
the highways and byeways of the city, after | 


being instructed to chalk up boldly on every 
door and shutter the mystic letters QUIZ. The 
result was that everybody began asking his 
neighbour what the unknown word signified, and 
Daly won his wager. Once the origin of the 
thing leaked oui it became customary, we are 
told, for anything in the nature of “a sell” to 
denomimated a quiz. Such, in brief, is the 

—s ted story, and the Rev. Dr. 

ughes, in telling it with slight variation in his 
little book on “ The Pre-Victorian Drama in 
Dublin,’’ goes so far as to supply a date for the 
actual laying of the wager—viz., August 21, 
1791. But, whether or no the word did so 
originate, there is evidence to show it was in 
existence some few years before that date. In 
O’Keeffe’s little ballad opera, “Love in a 
Camp, or Patrick in Prussia,” which first saw 
the light at Covent Garden in February, 1785, 
and was performed not long afterwards in 
Dublin, one of the characters was called Quiz. 
This cannot be taken, however, as wholly up- 
setting the story ae to the origin of the "word, 
since Daly had been prominently associated 
with the Dublin stage for sume years before 
O’ Keeffe’s picce was written. 

It might be «aid that Ireland 'a contributions 
to English might all be erased from the dic 
tionary, and the language be none the roorer. 
But it would not be true. Could we afford io 
part with brat, budget, hubbub, Liliputian, 
jarvey, or even Neddy (= donkey)? One 
shudders to think what one would call “whiskey 
if one refrained from using the familiar 
angiicisation of “ usquebaugh.’” Even when 
called whiskey the potion is none too good as 
it ie. And ovr ribald rhymesters would be 
hard pot to it to find a substitute for 
“Limerick,” because, as the schoolboy said, 

in in the French is a preity good word for 

read, but it is not as good as “bread,” be- 
cause bread ifs bread. 


IRISH PLACE NAMES. 


Mention of Limericks recalls to mind several 
instances in which Irish placenames and 
patronymics have served to enrich the English 
language. The test of a useful, almost indis- 
pensable word is ite presence in a pocket dic- 
tionary, and, tried in this way, “blarney” and 
‘*hooligan” are not to be found wanting. In 
this connection it is noteworthy that the knack 
of word-coining possessed by the man in the 
street is not precisely the knack possessed by 
the quick-witted journalist. The ono creates 
new words, the: other new meanings. All that 
England gained by the oferations of the Land 
League was tho addition of a long-desiderated 
word to her vocabulary, a word that sent to’ 
Coventry “sent to Coventry.” To journalism 
was it due forty years ago that, while Captain

The secrecy which surrounds the Papal elec- 


tions, of which little is known to the public 
save the smoke clouds which hover over the 


Vatican after each ballot, gives an added in- 
terest to all the little details connected with 
the Conclave. How do the Cardinals vote? 
lt appears that, although a Po may be 
elected either by what is styled acclamation 
or by compromise, the customary method 
is by scrutiny, and then the voting 
paper comes into operation, These voting 
papers are oblong, about 5} inches long by 
5 inches broad. At the top of the paper when 
open are the two words “* Ago Cardinaus,”’ to U 
filled up with the name of the Cardinal voting, 
aud beneath are two circles upon which the 
seals are to be put. In the middie of the voting 
paper are the words—** Figo in Summum Porti- 
ficem Reverendissimus Dominum Meum Dominus 
Cardinaiem,’’ to which tue voter adds the name 
of the Cardinal he supports. At the bottom 
of the paper are two other circles for seals, and 
a space for the Cardinal's namber and motto. 
The Cardinal fills the voting paper in a dis 
guised hand, and places seais with red wax, 
= 3 his own arms, but a seal with three 
numbers or three letters, or some conventionai 
design. 

Everything is done to ensure the strictest 
secrecy. The paper is folded top and bottom, 
and an ornamental design is printed on the 
back to prevent the writing on the front from 
showing through. Then the paper is folded 
again till it is reduced to a swe smaller than

and taken the oath, places it on a paten from 
which it is transferred into a large chalice. 
All the Cardinals having voted, the 
chalice, which is covered with the paten, 
is shaken and the votes are then 
taken out and counted, If the papers 
do not correspond with the number of Cardinals 
all of the papers are burned and a fresh ballot is 
taken. Should they correspond, the Scrutineers 
take out the papers, show that the seals are 
intact, and read aloud the names voted for, and 
the Cardinals note the voting on their tabular 
lists, on which are printed the names of all the 
meinbers of the Conclave. The votes, having 
been counted, are filed and put aside. 4 

Should the largest number of votes for any 
one Cardinal not amount to two-thirds of the 
whole, a Cardinal may transfer his vote from 
one candidate to another who has a larver 
number of votes. When open the paper used 
in this second vote is similar to that illustrated 
in No. L., excepting the words “ Accedo,"” etec., in 
the centre, and when closed it is as shown in 
No. III 

The “ Accessus”’ is a repetition of the first 
process, but with different voting papers. After 
a second vote, voting papers in both instances 
are compared and counted, but the seals are 
not broken. If, when the votes are counted, one 
name does not obtain a two-thirds majority no 
Pope Is elected. Should one name have a bare | 
two-thirds of the votes then the Scrutineers open 
the top portion of the voting paper of the Cardi- 
nal of that name. If it appears that the 
Cardinal voted for another the election is good 
but if he voted for himself the election is null 
on account of the lack of one vote—not, however. 
if there be more than two-thirds voting for 
him. In every instance the work of the 
scrutineers is.checked by three Cardinals, called 
“ Recogniteres.” No Cardinal is permitted to 
vote for the same name in both the Scrutiny 
and the <Aerersus, otherwise he would be riving 
two votes for one candidate. In every instance 
the voting paners are burnt. : 

Should a Cardinal be ill and “unable io leave 
his cell, his voting papers are brought to him 
in a box by three Cardinals, called “ Znfirmarti.” 
When he has voted the paper is replaced in the 
box, which is locked and brought back to the 
chapel, where it is placed by the Serutineers 
with the other papers in the Chalicc. 


ECONOMIES. 


- We are told that owing to the formidable 
mecrease In the cost, which would be more than 
double that of the last Conclave, there will be 
many economies effected on the present occasion 
—the Cardinals will have their meals in common, 
and they will not be walled-off from each other, 
as at previous Conclaves. It is, therefore, in- 
teresting to recall the ceremonies that took 
place at the election of Pope Pius X. The enclos- 
ing of the Cardinals and the Conclavists on that 
occasion was a most elaborate affair. lt 
amounted to little short of imprisonment, ac- 
cording to an English Chamberlain of Honour 
who was at the Vatican, and who subsequently 
wrote an account of his experiences. Wooden 
shutters wete placed in position to prevent the 
Cardinals from seeing out of their windows, 
and the locked gates, as well as the walled-up 
staircases of the Loggie, prevented their leaving 
its precincts. 

An interesting incident is related in his diary, 
written during the Conclave of 1903, by Mr. 
Hartwell de la Garde Grissell, Chamberlain of 
Honour di numero to Pius X., relating to 
reland’s venerable representative, Cardinal 
Logue, who is now, in his 82nd year, making 
another journey to Rome to take part in the 
election.of a successor to Benedict XV.

The business of 
(his Bank covers so wide a field that all con- 
siderations affecting the industry of the country 
as a whole are of the greatest importance to 
ns, and I am sure you will agree that it is not 
out of place in surveying our year’s work to 
extend our view beyond our own Bank to the 
scneral conditions of our trade and employ- 
ment. 


INFLATION AND DEFLATION—A RETRO- 
SPECT. 


Two years ago, when we were suffering the 
discomfort of a rapid rise in the cost of hvmg, 
it seemed appropriate at our annual meetang 
to take high prices as the subject of my address. 
I ventured at that time upon a word of warn- 
mg. Although the high prices were due to the 
monetary and credit inflation, consequent = 
the immense borrowing by the Government dur- 
ing the war, I endeavoured to show that any 
attempt to drive prices down by a policy of 
forced deflation would lead to grave trade 
depression and widespread unempl t, 
Last year wher I addressed you, @ policy of 
deflation had been publicly announced 
steadily pursued for a considerable period. I 
discussed on that occasion inflation and defla- 
tion in detail, and outlined so far as I could 
the monctary, trade and ial conditions 
which arise ip either case. e have recently 
learnt the ewil consequences of deflation in the 
school of experience, and this policy has for 
the time being fallen into disrepute. But un- 
fortunately the lesson has had the effect of 
turning. a considerable body of opinion back in 
favour of inflation, and we seem now to have 
in prospect a regular aNernation between the 
two policies, each to be adopted in turn as a 
remedy for the other. The danger of this pro- 
ceeding is my apology for touching upon the 
subject again before I turn to the other matters 
upon which I wish to address you. 

NEED FOR STABILITY OF PRICES, 

The danger is a real one because of the force 
of the appeal which either policy can make to 
differeat sections of the public, The trading com- 
munity require the assistance of thé banks, and 
are very much alive to all the arguments against 
dear money and restriction of credit, which 
are the accepted marks of a deflationary policy. 
They know that following prices, the objective 
of this policy, mean loss of profit, trade res- 
sion and unemployment, and, convinced that de- 
flation is bad, they are apt to think that in- 
flation, the opposite of deflation, must be good. 
On the other hand, consumers suffer acutely 
under the pressure of high prices, and, if not 
traders themselves, readily assimilate all the 
undeniable arguments against inflation. For 
them deflation, the opposite of inflation, is 
necessarily good. The truth is, of course, that 
both are bad. What is needed is stability, the 
point from which both alike proceed in opposite 
directions. Wien we have stability of prices 
we have a basis upon which trade can be carried 
on wilh confidence. Manufacturers, merchants, 
and retailers are then able to make their con- 
tracts with reasonable assurance that the debts 
created under ithe contracts will 
paid when due in a currency of 
the some purchasing value ass it 
hed when the obligations were assumed. 
The evil of inflation is that it raises prices; the 
evil of deflation is that it causes unemployment. 
High prites in any country are marked by a 
low rate in foreign exchange, and the cur- 
rencics are most depreciated where inflation 
has been most rampant. On the other hand 
the highest precentage of unemployment is 
found in the two countries in which a policy of 
deflation was recently pursued. There is & 
higher proportion of unemployment in the 
United Kingdom ani the United States than 
anywhere else, although these two countries 
have the greatest wealth and the largest 
volume of foreign trade. The world offers at 
the present time the clearest examples of the 
evils of both inflation and deflation. In Russia 
we see the complete industrial and vommercial 
collapse in which the inflationary precess finally 
ends: while in this country part at least of 
the trade depression and unemployment, and 
much of the SalieMasy dificulty which we see 
ahead of us, are atributable to the policy of 
deflation, 

CAUSES OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The overwhelming gravity @&the problem of 
mnemployment with which we af confronted at 
the present time has led me te choose it as the 
central theme of my address te you to-day. 
In considering its causes it is natura] for a 
banker to have his attention more immediately 
directed to the effects of fimancial policy, but 
we should be taking a very partial view of the 
subject if we failed to give due weight to the 
other influences which have their share in 
creating the un Heled amount. of unemploy- 
ment that we have now in this tountry. We 
depend so greatly upon foreign trade that 
external conditions are a factor of first-rate 
importance; so also are our labour conditions, 
which ia a large degree determine the cost of 


‘ production; and go, too, by its moral as well 


‘as its matérial influence, is the toll levied upon 
trade and ecommerce by taxation. It would be 
impossible within the limits of such an address 
as this to give more than a bare outline of 
exch of these causes of unemployment, but in 
the short time at my disposal I will ask you to 
consider first tho state of Europe, next our 
labour ‘conditions, and, lastly, the burden of 
taxation.
